His memory was ſo excellent, that Sor uus relates 
he could call every man in his army by his name. Be- 
ing deſirous of extending his conqueſts, he was ſlain by 
Tamyz1s, queen of the Scythians. She cauſed his 
head to be cut off, and thrown into a veſſel full of 

blood, with this reproach : ** Sate thyſelf with blood 


for which thou haſt thirſted.” Others relate that he 


eſcaped alive from the battle, died in his own king- 
dom, and was buried at Paſaganda, a town of Perſis. 
Xzxornon has beſtowed the ſame praiſe on Cxxus, 
as VIX CL did on EN RAS, and Homzs on ULysszs..
